Trend is Toward National 
the Railways and the Problem 
Must be Solved. 


ACRAMENTO, Oct. 23.—Edwin 
S O. Edgerton, Railroad Commis- 
sioner of California, says that 
the trend of the times is unmistak- 
ably toward complete public owner- 
ship and operation of public utill- 
ties, and especially of the means of 
communication, such as railroads, 
telephones and telegraphs. Edger- 
ton, as chairman of a committee on 
public ownership as contrasted with 
private ownership, appointed by the 
National Association of Railway 
Commissioners, has made a striking 
report upon this subject, which & 
the biggest one now before the 
railway commissioners of the coun- 
try, in annual convention at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

How soon will we have govern- 
ment ownership of the railroads in 
the United States, ig the question 
raised by Edgerton, who goes into 
many of the big phases of this prob- 
lem, which he believes will have to 
be solved in the very near future. 

His report is a dispassionate re- 
view of the present situation in the 
publitc utility field. The conclusion 
on clearly-established 
facts, and the report cannot be ig- 
nored by any one, and this means 
most of us, interested in the sub-

It is interesting to note the meth- 
od adopted by the British govern- 
ment. The new management of the 
privately-owned but state-controlled 
railways of Great Britain is concen- 
trated in the hands of a committee 
of their own general managers, with 
a member of the Cabinet as chair- 
man, and with one of the general 
managers as vice-chairman, the 
committee receiving its orders from 
and reporting directly to the gov- 
ernment. The concensus of opinion 
seems to be that under this direc- 
tion the British rallways have been 
fairly successful in handling the 
enormous military traffic which was 
turned over to them. 

Even now the rallroad situation in 
England is a question of Jabor’s 
rights and duties rather than one 
of capital’s rights and duties. The 
relative positions of capital and la- 
bor throughout all English indus- 
try have shifted towards greater 
power for labor to such an extent 
that a return to private control of 
railroads, as it existed before the 
war, is out of the question. What 
final form of ownership and opera- 
tion will be adopted for the British 
carriers is not clear at this time, 
but it is certain that the govern- 
ment will either assume complete 
control or remain the controlling 
partner..-

000,000 ton-miles per annum.

transportation. We are all familiar 
with the vital importance to her 
very existence of the railroads to 
France. The American railway regi- 
ments that have recently gone over 
to assist In rehabilitating the over- 
taxed and run-down lway ma- 
chine will do their work on account 
of the French government and not 
on account of any of the remaining 
privately-owned railways. 

Italv, where the state shortly be- 
fore the war had taken over all the 
principal lines, duplicated the ac- 
tion of France when war was de- 
claread and assumed complete con- 
trol of all roads. : 

The deplorable breakdowy of Rus- 
sia’s railway transportation system 
is proof, on the negative side, of the 
essential importance of unified and 
efficient control of railways during 
time of nattonal crisis. 

In Germany, the pioneer in gov- 
ernment ownership, the raflways are 
owned by the principal individual 
states of the empire, while the rail- 
way managemeént of the country as 
a whole and the direction of opera- 
tion, of finances and of rates rests 
with a central authority, which con- 
stitutes a department of the national 
government. It is everywhere fair- 
ly understood that during this war 
its raflways have formed the back- 
bone of Germany’s military and eco- 
nomio streneth. 

Tn a leas degree thie is true of 
Austria-Hungary. (While in Ger- 
manv there are no longer any im- 
portant private lines, a few were in 
existence In Austria prior to the 
war. They have since been taken 
over by the government. 

Tt is impossible at this time to 
secure authentic railway statistics of 
the mafority of the countries af- 
fected bv the war. and the latest 
offictal data on the mileage, capitali- 
zation and proportion of govern- 
ment-owned and  0»privately-owned 
lines tn the countries of the world 
dates from the venr 19138. 

IN THE REPORT. 


Included in the report is an elab- 
orete table showing the railway 
mileage, both private and  atate 
owned, for all countries having rat!- 
ways. The summary shows the fol- 
lowing figures: 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.]

165 miles in 1913,) 589,730 miles, or 
85 per cent., are located in coun- 
tries at war. 
SITUATION IN CANADA. 

The situation in Canada deserves 
close study at this time, not only 
because Canada is our next-door 
neighbor, but because its transpor- 
tation problems in the main largely 
resemble our own. Canada has had 
government-owned and operated 
railways for some time. On June 
30, 1916, the total railroad mileage 
of Canada was approximately 49,- 
000 miles, about 4000 of which were 
in the hands of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. 

As in our country 80 also in Can- 
ada, the government has made large 
land grants to transcontinental 
railways, and in addition the Cana- 
dian government found it necessary 
to provide assistance by loan to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway and to 
the Canadian Northern ailway. 
became critical in 
1916, and the Canadian Prime Min- 
ister requested of the Canadian gov- 
ernment that the conditions and 
necessities of railway development 
in Canada “should be 
in a comprehensive way, and that a 
thorough investigation should be 
made by a board of the highest ex- 
perience and ability.” In October, 
1916, there was appointed a “Royal 
Commission to inquire into the ralil- 
ways and transportation in Canada.” 

Commissioner Edgerton reviews 
at length the report of the Cana- 
dian commission and comes to this 
gonciusion: 

“Tt is a fact, therefore, that while 
both the majority and minority 
members of the Canadian commis- 
sion reject government ownership 
and operation, they nevertheless 
unanimously recommend a certain 
measure of government operation 
and a certain measure of public 
cwnership. They agree that the 
government should at least own, 
and if necessary, operate, such linee 
as are clearly unprofitable; and 
shoulé@’ provide the necessary capi- 
tal, for equipment for instance, 
where private capital cannot be In- 
duced to remedy the obvious need. 
The commission believes it sees 
clearly the many dangers of public 
ownership, but its nevertheless 
obliged to go in that direction. 

“Tt is significant that even a com- 
miasion theoretically opposed to 
public ownership, as the Canadian 
commission was, found no other 
solution than larger control and 
larger responsibility on the part o 
the state. 

SITUATION AT HOME. 


“The most important public 
utilities In the United States, as 
elsewhere, are the railroads. There 


are very few thinking men left in 
the country who will insist that 
regulation in its present form can 
adequately deal with our railroad 
problem. The inadequacy of Fed- 
eral regulation in the matter of se- 
curities control is a yearly recur- 
ring topic in the reports of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, 48 
in the reports of the National Asso- 
ciation of Railway Commissioners; 
Federal incorporation for interstate 
reads is quite uniformly recognized 
as necessary, and the railroads 
themselves have come to this con- 
clusion. 

“That there is conflict and dupli- 
cation between Federal and State 
commissions cannot be denied. That 
regulation is often made ineffective 
by the conflict and onerous by the 
duplication its clear. Whether or 
not the period of railroad regula- 
tion ts merely a necessary step In 
the evolution of the public utility ts 
merely a necessary step in the evo- 
lution of the public utility from 
private to public control and own- 
ership, the fact is that our raill- 
roads today have gone beyond regu- 
lation in some of their very essen- 
tials. Here, too, the war has re- 
vealed the weak spots and pointed 
out the remedies that, during peace, 
it would have taken us a long time 
to find. 

“The Newlands’ Committee was 
appointed by Congress a year aro 
‘to Investigate the subject of the 
government control and regulation 
of interstate and foreign transpor- 
tation, the efficiency of existing sys- 
tem in protecting the rights of 
shippers and carriers and promot- 
ing the public interest, the corpora- 
tion or control of the Incorporation 
of carriers, and all proposed 
changes of organization of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and 
the act to regulate commerce, also 
the subject of government owner- 
ship of all public utilities, such as 
telegraph, wireless, cable, telephone, 
express companies, and roads en- 
gaged in Interstate and foreign com- 
merce and report as to the wisdom 
or feasibility of government owner- 
ship of such utilities and as to the 
comparative worth and efficiency of 
government regulation d control 
as compared with gove ent own- 
ership awd operation.’ 

“That committee also found its 
duty a huge one and it has been un- 
able thus far. to complete its in- 
vestigation. We cannot expect that 
it will reach any conclusions or 
make any recommendations within 
a reasonable time. 

“The Federal valuation pf rail- 
roads in the United States by the 
Interstate Commerce Comntission, 
which is to be the corner-stone upon 
which the physical facts of the 
railroad question shall henceforth 
stand secure from wild assump- 
tions, is also far from being com- 
pleted. To anyone acquainted with 
the magnitude of the task, this ts 
not surprising, and the valuation, In 
our opinion, should go on. 

“Rut while these preliminaries 
consume the months and the vears, 
new needs arise, new issues develop 
end must be met. Tt is our conclu. 
sion that the trend of public uftil- 
ity development throughout the 
world is in the direction of greater 
government control both as to own- 
ership and operation. The ratlroads 
of the United States are moving 
this way and the war has given im- 
petus to this movement.. 


RESOLUTION.

Others 
will be trained as rapidly as pos- 
sible, so that not only all existing 
transports can be manned, but also 
the new ones now building. These 
latter have been especialiy designed 
and will be much faster than the 
standard cargo vessels. They arc 
planned for a speed of at least 
eighteen knots. 

The high speed will furnish one 
protection against submarines, but 
still another will be supplied in the 
ships themselves. They will be so 
constructed as to be safe against 
one torpedo and it is believed that: 
two probably would not sink them. 

The manning of the transports 
by bPuejackets will release many 
men for the cargo vessels operated 
by the Shipping Board. The crews 
for these ships present an even 
greater problem than does the per- 
sonnel for the navy ships, but the 
Shipping Board is training large 
forces at several schools along the 
coast and expects to be able to prop- 
erly man the cargo carriers as fast 
as they are built.

OS ANGELES went “over the 
top” for. Liberty Bonds yester- 
day, spurred to action by the 
great liberty ' parade, in’ which the 
Coast Artillery, Naval Brigade, Ma- 
rine Corps, Color Guard and Red 
Cross nurses participated.

FICKERT MAKES 
FRAUD CHARGES 


Says Recall Petition Doesn’t 
Contain Enough Names. 


Echo of San Francisco Union 
» Labor Fight Heard Here. 


Union Hollywood Suit Against 
City to Supreme Court. 


The guerrilla warfare being waged 
by the Mooneyites and the bomb- 
throwing element of San Francisco's 
union laborites against Charles M. 
Fickert, District Attorney of San 
Francisco county, was transferred to 
the State Supreme Court here yes- 
terday, when Dist.-Atty. Fickert, ac- 
companied by his attorney, H. I. 


Stafford, filed a petition for a writ 
of review, involving the activities 
of J. mansky, Registrar of 
Voters, and J. K. Prior, Jr. C. 
Collins, Willlam McDevitt, Thomas 
V. Cator and John Herman, as mem- 
bers of the San Francisco Board of 
Elections. 

The petition presented to the court 
prays that Mr. Zemansky, as Regis- 
trar of Voters in San Francisco, cer- 
tify fully to the court a transcript 
and record of all proceedings taken 
by him in the matter of the recall of 
Mr. Fickert, so that it may be re- 
viewed by the court, and a further 
prayer is that the registrar and the 
board be enjoined from any further 
proceedings in the matter until the 
igsue_is determined by the court. 

The case was taken under advise- 
ment by the Supreme Court, sitting 
in bank, and an order made requir- 
ing Mr. Zemansky and the Board 
of Elections to show cause why a 
writ of review should not be issued, 
returnable In San Francisco, Tues- 
day, November 6. 

Tf the writ of review is granted it 
will require Mr. Zemansky and the 
Board of Elections to’ make an ex- 
amination as to the regularity of the 
petitioners whose names appear on 
the recall petition aimed at Mr. 
Fickert. 

The storm of union-labor anger 
against Mr. Fickert broke when he 
began the trial of Thomas J. Moon- 
ey, charged with conspiracy in con- 
nection with the bomb outrage in 
July, 1916, which resulted in the 
death of ten innocent persons who 
were watching the “preparedness 
parade” along Market street, San 
Francisco. The result of that prose- 
cution by Mr. Fickert ts history. 
Mooney was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to death, and his appeal is 
now pending in the Supreme Court. 
His wife, Rena Mooney, was ac- 
Guitted: Warren K. Billings, an as- 
sociate in the bomb-throwing indus- 
try. was sentenced to a term of life 
imprisonment, and the trial of Is- 
rael Weinberg, similarly charged, is 
now on in San Francisco. 

. On July 21, 1917, James A. Young, 
Nellie Harpold and A. P. Carroll 
fled before the Board of Elections 
petitions calling for the removal! and 
recall of Mr. Fickert. There were 
232 signed petitions, containing 15,- 
214 names, but the registrar, on his 
own motion, it is charged, struck 


off 4995 names from the petitions, 
for the reason that the names of the 


petitioners did not appear on the 
register of voters. 

After the petitions were filed. a 
writ of injunction was sought by Mr. 
Fickert in the Superior Court, to re- 
strain the Registrar of Voters from 
certifying the document to the elec- 
tion board. This was followed im- 
mediately by the Mooneyltes filing 
a counter-petition requiring Mr. Ze- 
mansky to do so. 

The lower court held that Mr. Ze- 
mansky must certify the petitions. 
on the ground that he was the sole 
arbiter as to the qualifications of the 
petitioners to mé@ke up the

‘Mise Nettie Brown, a Jewess, 23 


years old, has left the Los Angeles 
Women's Training Home and gone 
te the City Jail. She must serve a 
sixty-day sentence, which was im- 


posed upon her by Police Judge 


White when she pleaded guilty to 
having violated the rooming-house 
ordinance, and will do so there. 
Miss Brown admits she was not 
compelled to read the Bible and 
pray at the home, but it was cus- 
tomary to do it, and she says that 
she couldn't stay there and retain 
her Hebrew faith. 

This unusual case developed yes- 
terday when Miss Brown was taken 
before the parole board of the Police 
Court, where she failed to secure 
parole. Her legal representative is 
Frank Dominguez. The girl was 
given a sixty-day suspended sentence 
by Judge White recently. She was 
given into the hands of Mrs. Barton, 
who was to supervise her conduct 
until. employment for her was 
found. 

Two days after her arrival at the 
home, Miss Brown asked Mrs. Bar- 
ton to take her back Into court and 
see if Judge White wouldn't order 
her to leave town. She objected to 
certain religious ceremontes at the 
home. The justice told the girl she 
would have to serve her sentence. 
The parole board says she will have 
to serve half of it before she can 
be paroled. e 

“One night,” says Miss Brown, “I 
walked out of a Broadway cafe with 
a young Man and went to a hotel 
on South Hill street. In a few min- 
utes an officer knocked at the door 
and arrested us. The man gave $50 


ball. I got sixty days suspended ‘ 
sentence when I pleaded guilty. My 
folks live in New York. I came 
from E! Paso two weeks ago and I 
have friends in Taft, Cal.” 


TO BUY NEW HEATERS. |

Public Works Committee Reports to 
Council in Favor of Second- 
street Bore, 


STANDS. 


Council Refuses to Defer 
Battle of Ballots. 


Many Business Men Oppose 
too Hasty Action. 


Five Per Cent. Short Ordi- 
nance Petition is Valid. 


The Council again yesterday re- 
fused to defer the date of the special 
election, which had been tentatively 
set for November 20. An effort was 
made to postpone it until December 
4, but by a vote of 6 to 3 the pro- 
posed change was turned down. 
The ordinance officially designating 
the date, however, has not been 
adopted and may yet be changed, 
but this is not considered probable. 

In addition to representatives of 
the Motor Bus Union several promi- 
nent citizens urged the Council to 
defer the date. Among them “were 
R. A. Rowan and a number of his 
business associates. They said they 
represented practically all of the big 
business men in the downtown dis- 
trict and believed it would be in the 
interests of this class of citizens to 
Postpone the date. 

The business men asserted that 
the election will decide one of the 
biggest questions that could be 
Placed before the people and they 
believed the Council showld grant 
further time for new registrations. 
The Motor Bus representatives said 
they must have 15,000 bona fide sig- 
natures to a petition before they can 
get their proposition upon the ballot 
and that if the election is held on 
November 20 they cannot get a suffi- 
cient number. They want to repeal 
the section of the ordinance which 
prohibits them from operating in 
the downtown business district. 

Councilman Criswell said the date 
should be extended. to December 4 
sO as to permit the gas companies to 
get their referendum ordinance upon 
the ballot. It is impossible to get 
the proposition before the people if 
the election is held prior to Decem- 
ber 4. 

A majority of the members said 
they were opposed to any postpone- 
ment, principally upon the ground 
that they do not believe the anti- 
saloon question should be clouded by 
other issues. 

The City Clerk reported that his 
force d completed the checking of 
the petitions presented in connection 
with the five per cent. initiative 
short ordinance and it was found 
that there were sufficient signatures. 
This so-called short ordinance pro- 
vides for the elimination of the sa- 
loons June 30, 1918, and would reg- 
ulate the breweries and wineries. 

The City Clerk announced that he 
will complete the checking of the 
so-called blue ordinance by tonight, 
or in time to report it to the Council 


Despite a vigorous protest made by 
Bernard Fry, the Public Works 
Committee yesterday afternoon 
unanimously decided to recommend 
to the Council this morning that the 
ordinance of intention in connection 
with the proposed Second-street 
tunnel be adopted. 3 

The only objection to the commit- 
tee’s action was made by Mr. Fry 
while nearly a score of prominent 
citizens, who own property in the 
proposed assessment district, were 
present to urge haste in getting the 
work started. They said the im- 
provement is badly needed and that 
a majority of the properfy owners 
favor it,
